The president sent Mr. O'Leary 2 
short telegram which officials indi- 
‘cated Mr. Wilson had. desired to put 
in stronger language. His message fol- 
lows: 

“Your telegram received. I! would 
feel deeply mortified to bave you ofr 
anybody like you to vote for me. Since 
you have access to many disloyal Amer- 
icans and I have not, I will ask you 
to convey this message to ¢hem.” 

' O’Leary’s Telegram to Wilson. 

Mr. O’Leary’s telegram, given out by 
the - president, follows: 

“Again we greet you with a popular 
disapproval of your pro-British poli- 
cies. Last year from the twenty-third 
New York congressional district and 
now: from your own state and from 
the voters of your own party. ‘enator 
Martine won because the voters of New 
Jersey do not want any truckling to 
the British empire nor do they ap- 
prove of dictatorship over congress. 

“Your foreign policies, your failure 
to secure compliance with all Ameri- 
can rights, your leniency with the 
British empire, your approval of war 
loans, the ammunition traffic are is- 
sues in this campaign. Do you know 
that William 8 Bennet, a republican 
congressman, ran in the democratic 
primaries in the twenty-third New 
York congressional district anj polled 
26 per cent of the democratic vote 
agaifst his regular democratic oppo- 
nent? Anglo-maniacs and British in- 
terest may control newspapers, but 
they don’t control votes. The pcople 
may be readers, but they are not fol- 
lowers of the newspapers. 

“When, sir, will you respond to these 
evidences of popular disapproval of 
your policies by action? The Martine 
election and Bennet vote prove you 
have lost support amongst democrats.

Man’s Head Found, 
Detectives Face | 
Another Mystery 


Eyelids and Lips Sewed| 
Tightly Together With 
Catgut, Thus Increasing 
Mystification of Officers. , 


With eyelids and lips sewed, tightly 
together with catgut, the head of a 
man was found yesterday beside the 
Southern railway tracks near Peters 
street by a negro section employee of 
the road. 

Thus came into being the latest of 
the series of “mysteries” which have 
kept the police department in a state 
of continual perturbation since the un- 
explained disap earance and murder of 
young John Wurm several months ago. 

The head in question was found ly- 
ing in a bunch of weeds and grass only 
a few feet from the railroad tracks. Its 
location, and the fact that no trace nor 
sign of the torso were in evidence, 
leads the police to believe that it was 
either cast from a passing’car window, 
or had been designedly deposited there 
with a view to creating precisely that 
presumption. 

Detective Bass Rosser immediately 
went to the spot and there had little 
difficulty in confirming the frightened | 
negro’s tale. The detective returned 
with the head, but with no semblance 
of a clew as to how it came to the spot 
where it was found. 

One theory advanced is that the man 
in life may have been a member of a 
mvsterious clan or cult, had, perhaps, 
“talked too much.” and was decapitated 
by his enraged fellows and his lips 
and eyes sewed up as an impressive 
warning to others. 

Another is—and the detectives regard 
this as the most plausible—that’ the 
head had been in a nearby medical 
school, where it had been used for dem- 
onstration or experimental purposes, 
that it was abstracted by a student who 
perhaps, intended taking it to hig home | 
or his private laboratory. On the 
train, the theory is, the custodian of 
the uncanny baggage, fearing the cen- 
tering of suspicion upon him, cast the 
package from the window of the car in 
which he might have been riding. 

The head bears every evidence of hav- 
ing been cut off for many weeks, and 
having been in some sort of “pickle,” 
like alcohol, for instance. The skin is 
almost black, and the contour is char- 
acteristically Ethiopian, yet the au-

KNOBLOCH CAUGHT 
AFTER LONG CHASE 


With Lieut. Fay, Declares

William Knobloch, 
Atlanta August 29 with “Lieutenant” 
Robert Fay, convicted bomb plotter, 
Was arrested here tonight. He pro- 
fessed ignorance of the present where- 


outside assistance in making their es- 
cape. 

Knobloch had been trailed for three 
days by secret service men in the hope 
that he might communicate with Fay, 
but he failed to do so, and it was de- 
cided to take him into custody. 

Knobloch told the special agents of 
the department of justice who arrested 
him that he and Fay were in hiding in 
the vicinity of the penitentiary for 
eight days after they escaped. 

Fay and Knobloch Separate. 

They then separated and Knobloch 
worked his way. north, paying his way 
by obtaining odd jobs. He is an elec- 
trician by trade, but worked most of 
the time as an automobile mechanic. 
It was his intention to join his family 
in New Jersey, but he declared he was 
unable to find any trace of them. 

Knobloch was convicted in Baltimore 
for using the mails to defraud and was 
sent to Atlanta in May of this year to 
serve a term of eighteen months. He 
is a native of New York. So far as 
known he was not connected with the 
bomb plots for which Fay was con- 
victed. 

Fay was sent to Atlanta for conspir- 
ing to destroy with bombs ships carry- 
ing munitions to the entente allies. He 
was sentenced on June 23 last to a 
term of eight years. Fay professed to 
have been at one time a lieutenant in 
the German army. 

At the penitentiary Fay and Knobloch 
were employed in the power house 
They escaped by use of forged passe: 
on the pretense that they had. bee: 
directed to repair a defective electric 
wire outside the walls. 


Warden Fred Zerbst, of the federal 
prison, said last night: “I received a} 
wire from the federal authorities in / 
New York Friday night about 7 
o'clock that they had Knobloch un- 
der arrest, and requesting that I send | 
a man for him. I will send one of the' 
officers from the prison for him prob-' 
ably Saturday at noon. They should be | 
back in the city by Tuesday morning. | 

“The information I received said 
nothing of the details of his capture, | 
and I do not know how it was accom- 
plished. My information merely said he 
had been caught, and asked that I 
send for him. I have heard nothing of | 
Lieutenant Fay, the German prisoner | 
who escaped from the prison at the: 
same time. I am hoping that the ar- 
rest of Knobloch will bring us some 
information as to the location of Fay. 
We will try to make him talk when he 
gets back to the prison.”

HARRIS EXPECTED 
TO IGNORE PROTEST 


Governor Declares That “I 
See No Reason Why I 
Should Not Grant Com- 
mission to Captain Beck.” 


The statement of Governor Nat E. 
Harris yesterday in regard to the as 
yet unissued commission of “Captain 
E. M. Beck, lieuteuant colonel-elect of 
the Fifth Georgia regiment at Camp 
Harris, Macon, indicates that the gov- 
ernor will likely disregard the protest 
of the three majors of the Fifth regi- 
ment, over whose heads the United 
States cavalry officer was elected, and 
grant the commission. 

While the governor would not dls- 
cuss the charges contained in the pro- 
tests of Majors I. T. Catron, W. H. 
Leahy and W. J. Preston, which pro- 
test has never been made public, he 
stated: . 

“I see no reason why I should not 
grant the commission. Captain Beck 
seems to have been elected properly. 

Governor Not at Office. 

Governor Warris was detained at 
the executive mansion by illness and 
was not at his office. He stated over 
the telephone that a news dispatch 
from (Macon to the effect that the gov- 
ernor’s attitude in the matter had in 
any way been communicated officially 
by the governor, either to the military 
offilcals or the newspapers, was un- 
warranted. The governer declared that 
it is his purpose to take up the ques- 
tion of issuing the commission of Cap- 
tain Beck and disposing of it as soon 
as he is able to get back to his office 
and his official duties, 

The disposition of the governor t» 
grant Captain Beck’s commission would 
seem to indicate that the protest will 
not be referred back to Adjutant Gen- 
eral J. Van Holt Nash for action, which 
would mean that in so far as the gov- 
ernor’s office is concerned the dissat- 
isfaction among the officials of the 
Fifth is hushed up and a closed inci- 
dent. 

May Press Investigation. 

It was reported Friday that the ma- 
jors will insist upon a complete investl- 
gation of their charges that Colonel Or- 
ville H. Hall, commanding the Fifth 
regiment, interfered unduly in regimen- 
tal politics in the election of the lieu- 
tenancy to which the majors were log- 
ically eligible. 

News dispatches from Macon state 
that none of the majors would discuss 
the protest which they have filed with 
the governor, but from Macon comes 
also a reliable report that unless the 
governor orders an investigation or re- 
turns the protest of the majors to 
the 
majors will insist upon a full and com- 
Plete investigation of the charges 
which they have made. The charges 
have not been made public,: but it is 
reliably reported that they charge the 
colonel with “coercing” and ‘‘threaten- 
ing” the line officers of the Fifth into 
voting for the federal cavalry officer 
rather than one of the majors, who has 
devoted years ¢o the upbuilding of the 
regiment. ee 

Such an investigation, it is stated, 
would mean a court-martial. 

Should- the governor refer the pro- 
test back to Adjutant General J. Van 
Holt Nash it is not known what ac- 
tion he will take in the matter. Gen- 


eral Nash has declined to discuss the 
matter. 


MAY MEAN COURT MARTIAL 
FOR MAJORS OF FIFTH. 

Macon, Ga., Setember 29.—(Special.) 
The protest. which the three majors 
of the Fifth regiment have made 
against the naming of Captain R. M. 
Beck as lieutenant colonel of the Fifth 
regiment bids fair to get them into 
trouble with the military authorities, 
according to talk going the rounds of 
the camp today. 

Some of the military men, discussing 
the matter in unorficial Capacity, said 
today that if any court martial pro- 
ceedings are instituted they will be 
more likely be brought against the 
majors themseives rather than against 
Colonel Hall, whom the majors have 
charged with coercion and meddling in 
the election of the lieutenant colonel.

Preacher’s Pleas 
Stopped One Mob, 
But Another Acted 


Rev. Mr. Pierce Frustrated 
One Attempt to Lynch Ne- 
gro, But the Second Mob 
Strung Up Rescued Negro 
and Companion. 


Nowata, Okla. September 293.—Two 
negroes accused of being implicated in 
the killing of Deputy Sheriff James 
Gibson during a jail delivery here to-+ 
day, were taken from the jail and 
lynched in front of the courthouse to- 
night. 

A first attempt to lynch one of the 
negroes, immediately after their cap- 
ture, was frustrated by the Rev. Perry 
E. Pierce, who pleaded with the mob 
until the suspended negro was cut 
down, unconscious, but alive. The mob 
dispersed, reformed later and when the 
two prisoners had been taken from the 
jail short work was made of putting 
them to death. 

With Dramatic Swiftness. 

Events culminating in the double 
lynching moved with dramatic ewift- 
ness. Three negro prisoners escaped 
from the county jail late today. Sheriff 
James May discovered them, was 
(knocked down and robbed of his pistol. 
Gibson went to his aid and was shot 
to death. 

In a few minutes a mob bent on 
vengeance was in close pursuit of the 
negroes. Two of them took refuge in 
a house in the outskirts of Nowata. 
They were surrounded and captured. 
The third negro apparentiy escaped. 
One of the captured negroes, John 
Foreman, alleged to have killed Gib- 
son, was wounded when caught and 
was not molested, but the unwounded 
negro was seized by the mob, which 
had grown to large proportions, and 
& parade through the principal 
streets began with the negro, at 
a rope’s end, screaming for mercy. 
When the mob reached the Metho- 
dist church a large tree offered 
the opportunity the rope around the 
“Let’s lynch 
the negro on holy ground,” shouted one 
man. The prisoner was swung clear 
and was being choked to death when 
Mr. Pierce appeared, attracted from 
his study by the negro’s screams. He 
rushed into the midst of the crowd and 
began his pleadings for the seemingly 
doomed man’s life. 

Preacher Talked to Mob. 

‘Men, I beseech you in the name of 
God not to desecrate this holy ground,” 
pleaded Mr. Pierce. “Do not stain the 
name of our city by going into this 
terrible affair.’ 

With great earnestness he demanded 
that the law be allowed to take its 
course. Five minutes the pastor spoke, 


until one of the mob leade turning 
to his polgee said: * r. Pierce 
is right. Take the.negro back to- jail 
ard Tet the law take its course.”’ 

The mob led the negro back to jail. 

Nowata was quiet fo yee the epi- 
sode, ibut quiet was only the lull before 
a etorm. 

Shortly after the dinner hour Fore- 
man and the negro who had been res- 
cued from the mob in the afternoon 
were taken from the jail by another 
and larger mob of citizens. Foreman 
was strung up to a —? post near the 
courthouse and the other negro was 
hanged from a tree a few feet distant. 
The sheriff was not at the jail when 
the mob sought entrance. The depu- 
ties left to guard the negroes were 
— aside and forced into submis- 
sion.

Atlanta Retail M@chants 
Urge Necessity of ®phold- 
ing Law in Event Car Em- 
ployees Strike. 


Despite reports that there would be 
“walkout” of the street car con- 
ductors and motormen yesterday after- 
noon at 5 o’clock, the cars continued 
running and the threatened “tie-up” of 
traffic failed to materialize. 

Extra policemen were on hand at 
Five Points prepared to preserve Ofr- 
der in the event a strike was called at 
that hour, and will continue to be vig- 
jlant today and tomorrow to prevent 
any di'sturbances. Labor leaders assert 
that there will be a strike unless the 
car company recognizes the union, but 
they have not yet made any statement 
as to the time when the men will quit 
work. 

President R. E. Gann and Secretary 
Karl Karston, of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades, called on Preston 8. Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, Friday, and 
urged that the officials of the railway 
company give a hearing to a commit- 
tee from the organization before 5 
o’clock Friday afternoon. This com- 
mittee was to represent the street car 
motormen and conductors in their 
grievances, 

Arkwright Refuses Interview. 

President Arkwright denied the re- 
quest of the labor leaders, but agreed 
to meet a committee of employees of 
the railway company. 

Wihen asked what they would do last 
night, Secretary Karston replied: 

“We were merely representing others 
in this affair. It is not the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades’ fight, but we are 
anxious to do anything in our power 
to effect a settlement between the re- 
cently organized union among. the 
street car men and the railway heads.” 

Mr. Arkwright denied that any union 
had been formed among the street car 
conductors and motormen, and stated 
he was perfectly willing to hear com-. 
plaints from the employees of the 
street car company. 

“We are willing to.-hear complaints 
at any time from our men,” stated the 
railway chief. “But none are dissatis- 
fied. There is no union among them— 
only the old electrical linemen have 
struck. 

“Others are trying to force our mo- 
tormen and conductors to go out on 
strike. The men are satisfied, and will 
not strike of their own volition.” 

Say There Is a Union. 

Despite Mr. Arkwright’s denial that 
a union has been organized among 
street car employees, the labor organ- 
izers assert that there is a union, and 
that it is meeting daily. 

The police were on guard at 5 o'clock 
Friday afternoon in-the vicinity of Five 
Points. Rumor had it that the street 


car men would~equit their cars at this 


hour, and with sympathisers begin a 
demonstration in an effort to cause oth- 
er employees to join their cause. It 
was planned, it was stated, to effect a 
“tle-up” of traffic during the heaviest 
traffic hour of the day, and in“ this 
demonstrate to the public that 
their union had power. 
. For some reason these plans did not 
materialize, and the policemen remain- 
ed idle, while home-going Atlantans 
were enabled to ride to their evening 
meals in comfort. 

W. M. Pollard, official organizer of 
the International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, issued a statement Fri- 
day denying that the union members 
were planning any demonstration of 
violence at Five Points, as charged, 
Thursday, by President Arkwright in 
a statement given the press on that 
date. 

Urge Preservation of Order. 

The directors of the Atlanta Retail 
Merchants’ assocition at a call meeting 
Friday drew up the following resolu- 
tions and the president was instructed 
to send a copy to the mayor, chief of 
police and to the three local papers for 
publication: : 

“Whereas, rurhors are current in the 
street and the newspapers of Atlanta have 
mentioned the fact from time to time that 
there is trouble brewing between the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric company and some 
of * employees who are out on a strike, 
anc 

“Whereas, the merchants of Atlanta are 
not interested in the dispute between the 
electric company and its employees, but as 
merchants ond taxpayers are deeply in- 
terested in the maintenance and preserva- 
tion of order. Be it 

“Resolved, That we assure the police - 
partment that the merchants of Atiagita 
have full confidence in the ability of thefau- 
thorities to preserve order, and we pledge 
ourselves to support the department to the 
full extont of our strength, individually and 
collectively, in seeing that order is main- 
tained, and we call upon the police com- 
missioners, chief of police and others in au- 
thority to see that the law if upheld.’’

It is alleged that Frost has swindled 
the order of the Knights ef the Ku 
Klux Klan, for which he has been 
holding the office of state organizer 
of Alabama, out of large sums of 
money, having gone about organizing 
groups of the order and failing to make 
the proper reports in recording names 
and turning in to the 
head, W. J. 
collected money. ° 

W. J. Simmons, imperial wizard, 
stated that Frost had come into the 
order in all good faith and taken the 
oaths. 

“I worked fifteen vears on the cre- 
ation of the ritual and philosophy of 
the order and he has used these sacred 
things in acquiring mercenary gain.

FIGHTING VERY HEAVY 
IN THIEPVAL REGION 


British Forced From Sec- 
tion of “Hessian Trench,” 
But Regained It Later. 
Over 500 Germans Cap- 
tured in This Fighting. 
French Also Report More 
Progress. 


New York, September 293.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Stead- 
ily the British troops are pushing for- 
ward toward the Peronne-Bapaume 
road, the main artery immediately be- 
hind the German lines north of Com- 
bles. After taking 500 yards of 
trenches southwest of Lesars, General 
Sir Douglas Haig’s men made addition- 
al progress in the capture of 500 yards 
of German trenches east of Les Boeufs. 

The British occupancy of the terri- 
tory between Thiepval and the Ancre 
is being contested strongly by the Ger- 
mans. A German counter attack after 
the entry of the British into a section 
of the Hessian trench resulted in the 
forcing out of the holders. The section 
was regained later, however, by the 
British, London says. Heavy fighting 
also has occurred around the Stuff re- 
doubt. 

Rain is hampering operations on the 
remainder of the Anglo-French front 
north of the Somme, according to of- 
ficial statements. Paris mentions no 
activity after the advance between 
Fregicourt and Morval toward Sailly, 
on the Peronne-Bapaume road. 


INTENSE FIGHTING 
SUBSIDES IN EAST. 


The intense fighting in the region of 
| Korynitza, on the eastern front in Rus- 
sia, appears to have ended. Berlin and 
Vienna say that the Russian prisoners 
have increased to 41 officers and 3,000 
men. The forces under Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria here also took two cannon 
and thirty-three machine guna. Berlin 
records the repulse of a Russian ad- 
vance near Goduzischki and Petrograd 
claims the defeat of a German attack 
near Gukalov. Fighting continues in 
the Carpathians, but there has becn 
no change in the battle lines.

BRITAIN IS DENOUNCED 
IN BITTEREST TERMS 


Bethmann-HollwegCharges 
Britain Hopes to Build 
World Dominion on Ruins 
of Germany—Rumania De- 
scribed as Playing Judas 
Role. 


Berlin, September 29.—(Via London.) 
Germany will persevere until victory 
is here, the reichstag was told yester- 
day by Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, according to the full text of 
his speech which was published here 
today. The chancellor declared that 
this year’s harvest had made _ Ger- 
many’s position much more secure 
than was the case last year. 

In his attack upon Great Britain he 
declared that that country was break- 
ing one international law after an- 
other and was above all Germany's 
“most egotistical, fiercest and most 
obstinate enemy.” 

“A German statesman,” he said, “who 
would hesitate to use against this en- 
emy every available instrument of bat- 
tle that would really shorten this war 
—such”"a statesman should be hanged.” 

The chancelor declared his contempt 
for those circufating reports that all 
Germany's means of fighting were not 
being employed to the fullest possible 
extent. He added that “in order to 
disappoint the enemy, who is on watch 
for every breach of our inner deter- 
mination,” he would not give details. 

: Persevere and n. 

“When, in August, 1914,” he went on, 
“we had to draw the sword, we knew 
we had to protect our hearths and 
homes against a mighty and almost 
overwhelming coalition. Ardent, and 
until then unknown and often ignored, 
patriotism flamed up in all hearts, de- 
fying death and certain of victory. To- 
day, after two years of fighting, strug- 
gling, suffering and dying, we know 
more than ever before that there is 
only one watchword, namely, persevere 
and win. We will win. Last winter 
there was pusillanimous anxiety as to 
whether our foodstuffs would suffice. 
They have sufficed. This year’s har- 
vest makes us much more secure than 
was the case last year.’’ 

The chancellor said that he realized 
the troubles of the people coincident 
with the war and that he shared the 
deep sorrow for the fallen and muti- 
lated. “I bow my head.’ he went on, 
“before the horizon with which women 
and men without distinction of rank or 
Class bear their sacrifices united in 
an ardent love for the fatherland. §Still 
more sublime and still greater is the 
defiance of death with which our sons 
and brothers in the field withstand the 
Violent assaults of the enemy who, 
superior in numbers, are fighting with 
the utmost bravery world history— 
human history—has never before seen 
the like.” / 

The chancellor declared that the 
German people again had an oppor- 
tunity to show their appreciation of the 
heroism of the army by subscribing to 
the new war loan. He asserted that 
the nation firmly believed in the as- 
@eurance of victory and was ready for 
any sacrifice. “I know we can also 
rely on the fighters behind -the front,” 
he said, “to give all their available 
money to support the gigantic work of

Germany Not Deceived. 


“However, we were not deeecived. W 
were informed continuously in regard 
to Bratiano’s negotiations during Au- 
gust and constantly directed the King’s 
attention to the ‘secret intrigues of 
his prime minister. The king declared 
several times that Bratiano was (not?) 
bound or binding himself to the en- 
tente. As late as three days before the 
declaration of war the King said to our 
minister that he knew the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Rumanian nation 
di not desire war. To an intimate 
friend the king declared on the same 
day in the most categorical fashion 
that he would not sign an order for 
mobilization. 

“On August 26, the day preceding 
Rumania’s declaration of war, the king 
said to the Austro-Hungarian minister 
that he did not wish war.

Dr. von Bethmann-Holiweg them re- 
viewed the military situation. 

‘Since the beginning of July,’ he 
said, “English and French attacks on 
the Somme have raged almost without 
interruption. The common offensive of 
the entente enemies wanted to break 
through the front of the hated Ger- 
mans, free France and Belgium and 
carry the war across the Rhine into 
Germany. 

“But what has happened? The French 
and English have gained advantages 
and have pushed back our first lines 
some kilometers. We deplore’ the 
heavy losses in men and material. This, 
however, is unavoidable in the face of 
an offensive planned on such a broad 
scale. But what our enemies hoped 
and attempted did not succeed. Our 
front -was not broken nor rolled up, 
but stands firm and unshaken. Heavy 
and violent is the fighting there on 
the Somme and the end is not yet in 
view. Further sacrifices are necessary. 
This or that -trrench and this or that 
village may be lost. But they will not 
push through our lines. This is as- 
sured by our commanders and by the 
incomparable bravery of the troops 
from all parts of Germany. 

“On the eastern front the great Rus- 
sian attempt to break through was 
stopped by the troops of ArchduKe 
Charles and General von  Linsingen. 
Attacks west of Lutsk on the Nara- 
yuvKa river and in the Carpathians 
then followed, but they also broke 
down. 

“There also the fighting will con- 
tinue. There also it is absolutely cer- 
tain that the line will be maintained 
by the heroism of our armies. 

“In the Balkans the entente powers 
planned to split our alliance, to inter- 
rupt communication between Germany 
and the Near East, to crush Bulgaria, 
+ Turkey and Austria-Hungary one after 
the other, and then to throw all their 
forces against isolated Germany.” 

The chancellor at this point asked 
what had been gained by the army of 
General Sarrail (the French command- 
er at Saloniki) and by Rumania’s 
“treason,” and answered the question 
as follows: 

“The situation of our faithful, brave 
allies is unshaken. Austria-Hungary 
stands together with us on the eastern 
front from Lake Narocz to Transyl- 
vania. The Turk's are fighting in Gali- 
cia. German, Bulgarian and Turkish 
troops have defeated the Rumanians 
in Dobrudja. Bulgarian, German and 
Turkish troops have fought their way 
to Macedonia. 

“The plan of the entente powers to 
force a decision in Dobrudja and Mace- 
donia and was frustrated as soon as it 
began. The Saloniki army has been 
able to make only feeble advances. The 
German's, Bulgarians and Turks in 
Dobrudja marched@ to the northward, 
while our enemiés hoped that the Rus- 
sians and Rumanians would march to 


the southward. 

“To sum up: On the Somme front 
there have been isolated hostile suc- 
cesses, which, however, do not change 
the genera! situation. Otherwise a suc- 
cessful defense has been made against 
all hostile attacks, and thus the enemy 
atteinpts have been thwarted. In the 
Balkans the hostile plan failed. Thus 
the enormous war goes on. 

“The aims proclaimed by our ene- 
mies are becoming increasingly clear, 
and admits of no misunderstanding. 
want A are: Lu'st of conquest and an- 
nihilation. I have spoken in this house 
repeatedly about them. It is proposed 
to give Constantinople to. Russia, 
Alsace-Lorraine to France, the Trentino 
and Triest to Italy, and Transylvania 
to Rumania.” 

Defensive War for Germany. 

The chancellor insisted that from the 
very beginning the war had been for 
Germany “nothing but defenses of our 
right to life and liberty,” and satd that 
therefore Germany, the first and only 
one of all the belligerents, had declared 
her readiness for peace negotiations on 
December 9, 1915, and on several occa- 
sions subsequently, 

“We did our duty,” he continued. 
“Does any one dare ask that today we 
make proposals to our enemies, inas- 
much as M. Briand a short time ago 
said that consideration of peace now 
would be a humiliation and a disgrace 
to the memory of the dead? 

“They continue the war because they 
hope to attain their Utopian aims. 
Their lust of conquest persists, if the 
mountains of corpses tower higher ev- 
ery day. 

“The French prime minister said in 
one of his latest speeches that France 
is fighting for a firm and lasting peace 
in which the freedom of nationalities 
will be protected by § international 
agreements against all attacks.

RUSSIAN AIRMEN 
SCATTER BOMBS 
ON THE GERMANS 


Petrograd, September 29.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—An official statement issued to- 
day by the Russian war department 
says: 

‘Western front: In the region of 
Boruny and Krevo, southwest of Smor- 
gon, our aviators made a raid on points 
in the rear of the enemy’s lines. Bombs 
were successfully dropped at various 
places, causing explosions and fires 
among the enemy’s stores. Bombs also 
were dropped on wagons, on narrow 
gauge railway stations and on motor 
car transports. 

“During the raid an aerial fight took 
place, as the result of which four Ger- 
man aeroplanes were brought down. 
One of our machines after a fight with 
two aeroplanes of the Albatross type 
fell in the enemy’s line. In addition 
— lost a machine of the Moran parasol 

ype. 

“In the neighborhood of Gukalov the 
enemy, after an intense artillery bom- 
bardment, our trenches assumed the 
offensive. Being met by our rifle and 
machine gun fire, he retired hurriedly 
to his trenches. 

“On the River Bystritza, in the re- 
gion of Bogorodchan, our scouts sur- 
prised three field sentries and defeated 
the enemy advanced posts, capturing in 
this operation several scores of pris- 
oners, twenty rifles and 300 cartridges. 

“On the zest of the front there was 
nothing of importance.” 


NO CHANGE, 
GERMANS SAY. 


Berlin, September 29.—(Via London.) 
On the Russian and Galician fronts 
there was no change of importance. 
according t« the statement issued to- 
day by the German war office. 

The statement follows: 

“Army group of Prince Leopold: 
Apart from a weak and fruitless Rus- 
Sian advance northeast of Goduzischki 
and revived artillery activity at certain 
points, there is nothing to report. The 
number of Russians captured Wednes- 
day near Korytniza has increased to 
41 officers and more than 3,000 men, 
while the amount of booty taken has 
increased to. two cannon and thirty- 
three machine’ guns, (Yesterday's 
statement reported the capture of 2,890 
men, one cannon and seventeen ma- 
chine guns.) 

“Army group of Archduke Charles 
Francis: The ‘battles in the Carpa- 
thians continue. There are no specia! 
incidents to report.” 


AUSTRIANS CAPTURE 
OVER 3,000 RUSSIANS. 


Vienna, September 29.—(Via London.) 
The Austrian statement of today says 
of operations against the Russians:

This indicated, 
apparently, the name of the maker. 

. The preserver seemed to be new and 
apparently had not been in the water 
@ great length of time. It was stain- 
ed with oil. An officer of the coast 
guard cutter service who examined 
the buoy eaid that if the preserver had 
been thrown overboard by someone 
whom thought to play a practical joke, 
he had done a very good job. 

The preserver was well made and the 
lettering and the ink were of the best 
quality. 1 

The buoy was picked up at a small 
place known as Maiden Cove by a 10- 
year-old lad of Westbrook. A number 
of other persons were nearby at the 
time and saw the boy pick up the object 
from the beach near the water's edge. 
The buoy was later taken to a news~ 
‘ paper office, where it was photographed 
and examined by many seafaring men.

WHEAT-FLOUR EMBARGO 
ASKED BY CLUB WOMEN 


Chicago, September 29.—Resolutions 
asking an embargo on wheat and flour 
were adopted today at a meeting of 
club women, most of whom defended 
bakers here for raising the price of 
bread. The increase, they declared, was 
justified by ‘war exports, crop shortage 
and addé#@ manufacturing expenses due 
to improved sanitary conditions.

This is the doggondes funniest dope 
I ever encouzsttered. 

When you find a shortstop who is 
of nearly as much value to his team 
as a defensive player as he is on the 
offensive, you think you have a weak 
man. This stands to reason, because, 
as we have seen, the offensive part of 
baseball is 62 per cent of the game 
and the defensive is only 38 per cent. 
Besides that, the shortstop, or any 
one man, is only one factor of the 
defensive strength or a team. 

Yet here are three shortstops 
studied carefully and seriously with a 
view of getting at their worth as in- 
dividuals in the coming series, studied 
as against the kind of pitching they 
will have to face, and not one of the 
three is worth much more to his team 
as a batter than as a fielder.

He swings and 
hits at the ball and, if it is aimed at 
his bat, he busts it. Scott is a very 
weak sister with the war club, when 
considered from a world’s series an- 
gle. It is a cinch he has been pulling 
for Brooklyn to win the National 
league pennant because he will stand 
much more show of making base hits 
against their pitchers than he would 
against either the Philadelphia or Bos- 
boxmen. 


In fact. victory for Brooklyn ought 


cause Brooklyn is a hitting, erratic 
and uncertain team, with in and out 
pitching, and one is sure of action 
when that kind of a club faces even & 
much stronger one. A team may wal- 
lop the life out of the Dodgers, but 
the action will be there, and that 
makes for exciting baseball—a thing 
much too scarce in the world’s series 
of these modern days. 


Olson an Improved Player. 


Olson is a player who has improved 
a great deal since he got with the 
Brooklyn outfit. He is not brilliant, 
but he is a hard worker and a willing 
and enthusiastic one this year, which 
will be quite a surprise to thé Cleve- 
land crowd, which considered him a 
bone and not much of an enthusiast. 
The scent of victory seems to have 
spurred him along to greater efforts. 

He does not figure to do much slug- 

ging against the Red Sox pitchers, but 
he is more fortunate than some Na- 
tional league shortstops would be, .n 
that he figures fairly well against the 
left-handers. Scott, of cqurse, looks 
!' better against Brooklyn than against 
lthe Phils. 
( Of the three, Bancroft is much the 
better in defensive work. In fact, this 
fellow is one of the really great short- 
stops of all time as a defensive man. 
He has improved this season evon over 
his work of last year, when he was 
the sensation of the National league. 
He is steadier, shows more brains, an‘ 
works better with the men alongside 
him. Especially has he helped the 
rather weak partner to his left. 

His work at short is the nearest ap- 
proach to that of Mike Doolan in his 
palmiest days that Philadelphia has 
ever seen. I would, of course, rate 
Waiter Maranville above him as a 
ball player, because of his fighting, 
aggressive brilliancy, but there is none 
other in the Rabbit’s class. 

Scott is a fast, brilliant and nervy 
ball player, who holds a job 
championship team because of his 
fielding and defensive work on the in- 
field. He is a. tremendous help tv 
Barry and works with him as did Ed- 
die Collins.

The larger harvest of this year has 
enabled the authorities not only to 
maintain the increased bread rations 
for persons who have had manval la- 
bor to perform, granted several months 
ago, and to provide an additional fift~ 
grammes of flour-per day for young 
people between 12 and 17 years of age, 
as recently announced, says an Over- 
seas News agency statement, but has 
made it possivle to insure the increased 
rations being maintained during the 
entire year to come. 

The price of rye flour has been re- 
duced one mark per 100 kilograms, the 
announcement adds, and it is expectcd 
that grits, vats and other cereal prod- 
ucts for soup making will be produced 
on a larger seale within a short time, 
constitutins; a considerable improve- 
ment in the provisioning situation. Im- 
portant increases in the fodder crops 
are pointed to, it being noted that the 
yields of oats and barley are far supe- 


rior to those of last year.
